The Army has long wanted 
something like this since the 
advent of 'I plastic mines, which 
cannot be spotted by conventional 
mine detectors. Such mines, which 
;are inexpensive to manufacture, 
(Mused many of he U. S. casualties 
in Vietnam. 

I One civilian application, says 
'Calspan, is the detection of buried 



bodies, a severe problem in law ' 
enforcement for which no 
satisfactory technology cxisled 
before. 

Another major use wiU be to map 
tlie exact location and depth of 
underground conduits, sewers and 
water lines, which could mean 
-rednccd digging at busy, strcfst 
intersections, where linis hove -. 
Men buried at various limes over a 
l)erio<l of many years, and not 
always whure old city maps say the 
iwere supposed lo go. 

One veraiqiji of the radar, cnrricfl 
-—tin a vehicle, could monitor the 
subsurface condition of highways. 
Cruising at CO rtiiles an hour, it 
could be used lo guide routine 
maintenance or survey entire 
highway --sysle.ms for hidden 
- weakened spots in areas where 
flooding has occucrpd.
